Agawam  Educators 
Participate  In 
Humanities  Project 


The  development  of 
stronger  elementary  and 
secondary  school  curriculum 
through  the  use  of  museum 
resources  is  the  goal  of  the 
“Collaborative  Humanities 
Project”  summer  institute 
which  will  be  held  from  July 
31  to  August  11,  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  the 
George  Walter  Vincent 
Smith  Art  Museum. 

Sue  teachers  and  three 
administrators  from 
Longmeadow  High  School, 
the  transitional  school  in 
Wilbraham  and  the  Robinson 
Park  Elementary  School  in 
Agawam  will  attend  the 
institute  to  learn  how  they 
can  utilize  the  museums  and 
their  collections  as  a 
primary  resource  in  their 
teaching  efforts. 

The  institute  is  sponsored 
by  the  Cultural  Education 
Collaborative  in  Boston,  and 
is  funded  by  a  grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities. 

Curator  of  Education 
Kathy  Bell  and  Assistant 
Curator  of  Education  Marcy 
Wasilewski  at  the  art 
museums  will  show  the 
educators  the  variety  of 
resources  which  the 
museums  posess,  and  give 
them  in-depth  exposure  to 
the  collection  through 
various  methods  such  as 
gallery  games.  Teachers  will 
then  develop  a  curriculum 
and  one  or  two  class  outlines 
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Immunization  Required 
For  School  Attendance 


Ruth  Zucco,  prominent 
Agawam  citizen  and  a 
member  of  the  Governor’s 
Commission  on  the  status  of 
women  has  resigned  her  post 
charging  Dukakis  with  a 
“token  commitment”  to  the 
women  of  Western 
Massachusetts. 

The  committee, 
established  in  1960  reviews 
state  policies  affecting 
women,  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the 
Governor  based  on  its 
reviews.  Mrs.  Zucco  was 
first  appointed  to  the 
Commission  in  1975,  and  was 
later  re-appointed  in  1977  to 
serve  until  1979. 

In  a  letter  to  Dukakis, 
Zucco  stated,  “I  feel  that 
being  one  Commissioner 
from  the  Western  area  left  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the 
commission  is  most  unfair 


using  the  museum’s 
collections. 

The  teachers  will  also  be 
assigned  to  read  segments  of 
historical  fiction,  and  in¬ 
structed  to  find  objects  in  the 
collection  relating  to  the 
fiction.  After  that,  they  will 
relate  the  objects  in  the 
collection  to  the  literature, 
history  and  music  of  the 
period. 

Other  features  of  the  in¬ 
stitute  include  a  special 
meeting  for  school  ad¬ 
ministrators  with  museums’ 
director  Richard 
Muhlberger,  and  meetings 
dealing  with  publicity  and 
budget.  There  will  also  be  an 
afternoon  of  arts  and  crafts 
projects. 

Periodical  enrichment  and 
evaluation  sessions  of  the 
curriculum  program  will 
take  place  throughout  the 
upcoming  school  year. 

The  Cultural  Education 
Collaborative  is  an 
organization  which  links 
educational  agencies  with 
museums,  performing  arts 
companies  and  other 
cultural  institutions  in  the 
state  for  joint  educational 
programs. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Skolnick, 
principal  of  the  Robinson 
Park  Elementary  School  and 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Lester  and  Mrs. 
Linda  Ulrick  of  the  Robinson 
Park  School  faculty  are  the 
team  participating  in  this 
humanities  project. 


and  certainly  unbalanced.” 
She  noted  that  out  of  forty 
commission  members,  only 
three  are  from  the  Western 
Mass.  area. 

Mrs.  Zucco  further  wrote: 
“I  can  no  longer  handle  an 
area  as  large  as  this,  as  the 
demand  has  been  greater 
than  any  one  person  could 
possibly  handle.”  She 
commented  that  she  had 
spent  much  of  her  own  time 
and  money  trying  to 
organize  seminars  and 
programs  for  the  women  in 
the  area  without  any  sup¬ 
port. 

Governor  Dukakis,  who 
was  in  Agawam  this  past 
weekend  said  he  was  not 
sure  why  Mrs.  Zucco  had 
resigned.  When  asked  if  the 
figure  of  “three  out  of  forty” 
was  correct  he  said  he  didn’t 
know,  but  that  he  would  have 
aides  look  into  the  matter. 


All  students  entering  or 
returning  to  school  this  fall 
must  have  the  mandatory 
immunizations  listed  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public 
Health.

Diptheria  -  Tetanus  - 
Booster  Shot  given  since 
1969. 

The  Agawam  School 
Nurses  have  screened  the 
student’s  health  records  and 
many  families  have  received 
notices  regarding  these 
regulations.  Now  is  the  time 
to  take  care  of  this  matter.

Voters  may  return  to  an 
independent  status  or 
change  their  party 
enrollment  bv  filling  out 


cards  that  will  be  available 
at  the  polls  and  returning 
them  to  their  election  of¬ 
ficials. 

—Voters  who  are  registered 
as  Democratic,  Republican 
or  American  party  members 
may  only  vote  their  party’s 
ballot  in  the  primary. 
However,  voters  are  not 
restricted  to  a  party  ballot  in 
the  general  election.  The 
deadline  for  changing  party 
affiliation  for  the  primary 
election  is  August  22  at  10 
p.m. 

— Voters  enrolled  in  the 
American  party  will  receive 
a  ballot  with  no  candidates 
listed  because  no  member  of 
that  party  filed  sufficient 
signatures  to  appear  on  the 
ballot.  Party  members  may 
write  in  their  vote  or,  if  they 
wish,  vote  another  party 
ballot  by  changing  their 
party  affiliation  with  their 
local  city  or  town  clerk  prior 
to  the  August  22  deadline.

This  column  is  designed  to 
answer  people’s  questions 
about  alcohol  and 
alcoholism.  First  things 
first,  though.  Alcohol  is  the 
most  abused  drug  in  the 
United  States  and  alcoholism 
is  a  disease  which  is  the 
country’s  number  one  health 
problem;  thankfully,  though, 
the  disease  is  treatable, 
although  incurable. 

Reader  J.W.  from 
Agawam  wants  to  know  how 
to  sober  people  up  at  parties 
so  that  they  can  drive  home 
safely.  Unfortunately,  J.W., 
the  only  way  to  sober  up  is 
through  time.  Everyone’s 
body  burns  off  alcohol  at  the 
rate  of  about  one  drink  per 
hour.  Each  drink  referred  to 
is  equal  to  1  1/2  oz.  of 
whiskey,  3  oz.  of  wine  or  12 
oz.  of  beer.  All  the  coffee  and 
cold  showers  and  walking 
you  can  give  a  person  won’t 
do  it.  With  these  treatments, 
a  person  may  seem-  more 
aiert,  but  they’re  just  as 
drunk  physically.  Never  let 
anyone  drive  when  they’ve 
had  too  much  to  drink.  If 
you’re  afraid  to  offend  them, 
think  how  you'll  feel  if  you 
have  to  go  to  their  funeral 
because  they  died  in  an 
alcohol  related  accident.

One  drink  and  one  drink 
equals  two  drinks.  One  drink 
and  one  pill  equals  22  drinks. 

It’s  very  in  these  days  to 
drink  and  take  drugs,  but 
remember  that  you  can  say 
“no”.  It’s  your  life,  and  pills 
and  booze  are  certain 
suicide.  I  used  to  mix 
quaaludes  and  ale  to  get  a 
real  buzz.  I  was  lucky 
because  I  always  vomited.  I 
realy  believe  that  if  I  hadn’t, 

I  wouldn't  be  here. 

Reader  S.R.  from  South- 
wick  wants  to  know  where  to 
get  help  for  her  husband  who 
drinks  excessively.  First  of 
all,  if  your  husband  has  come 
down  with  alcoholism  and 
you  have  lived  with  him,  you 
are  just  as  sick  as  he  is. 

Alcoholism  is  known  as  the 
family  disease.  Everyone  is 
affected.  If  there  are 
children  in  the  family,  they 
need  treatment  also. 

Alcoholics  Anonymous 
seems  to  work  the  best  for 
most  alcoholics.

Reader  B.C.  of  Agawam 
wants  to  know  the  affects  of 
alcohol  on  her  during  her 
pregnancy.  The  affects  of 
alcohol  on  the  unborn  fetus 
are  gaining  widespread 
attention  lately.  Whereas 
drinking  moderately  may 
never  harm  you,  your  baby 
is  very  susceptible  to  the 
affects  of  alcohol.  This  affect 
is  known  as  the  fetal  alcohol 
syndrome.  It  has  been 
established  that  two  drinks  a 
day  may  possibly  be  safe  for 
the  baby,  but  any  more  than 
that  is  damaging  beyond 
belief.  A  heavy  drinker  of  six 
drinks  a  day  can  expect  a 
good  chance  of  growth 
retardation  of  the  fetus, 
deceased  length,  decreased 
weight  and  head  cir¬ 
cumference,  retardation, 
delay  in  development,  joint 
distortions,  facial  ab¬ 
normalities  and  congenital 
heart  disease.  These  are 
quotes  from  studies  done  on 
the  syndrome.  Researchers 
don’t  even  know  if  the  two 
drink  maximum  is  safe. 
Personally,  I  don’t  think  that 
any  chance  of  harming  the 
baby  is  worth  the  risk.  But 
the  sad  part  of  alcoholism  is 
that  alcoholics  really  don’t 
know  that  their  drinking  is 
abnormal.  A  heavily 
drinking  pregnant  woman 
should  be  told  about  the 
hazards,  whether  she  wants 
to  hear  it  or  not.  You  may  be 
the  one  that  plants  the  idea  of 
their  wanting  treatment  and 
eventually  saves  their  life, 
because  alcoholism  is 
proven  fatal.
